Steel and Our Trade Pol i ci es 


Because tne Youngstown and Canton- 
Massillon area long has been 
a steel center, 
what the chairman of the American Iron and 
Steel Institute has to say about the industry 
and its relation to the current foreign trade 
situation should be of interest locally . It has to 
do with the jobs of area residents. 
Edwin H. Gott, who has been identified with 
the steel industry more than 40 y ears, speaks 
out of vast ex perience and from his position 
as chairman about what appears to be 
a 
worsening foreign trade situation. 
With a $2.1-billion merchandise trade 
deficit in 1971, the first for this country in 
more than 75 y ears, and what appears certain 
to be an even larger deficit this y ear, it seems 
inoperative that corrective action be taken. 
Steel figured prominently in the creation of 
that deficit. 


YET IT HAS TO BE dis­ 
may ing if even Yialf the re­ 
ports of this y ear’s sabotage 
are true. What bothers most 
is not just the shaking of 
trust, which is terrible 
enough, but the 
m e a n- 
spiritedness that seems to 
mark so many of the alleged 
sabotage incidents. 
In the nature of things, the 
prudent reporter has alway s 
assumed there is some ly ing 


available data, the American steel industry 
requires fewer man-hours per ton to turn out 
finished steel 
products than its foreign 
competitors, greater productivity still is 
needed according to the chairman. 
Stressing 
the 
im p ortance 
of 
new 
technology , he believes that tax policies 
which encourage capital investment would 
bring out the new technology which in turn 
would improve productivity . 
Although the United States’ steel industry 
currently is out in front in steel-making 
technology , some of the other nations are not 
far behind. Chairman Gott feels it is im­ 
perative that we stay ahead in the technology 
race. 
For we currently have the unfavorable 
import-ex port ratio in steel despite the fact 
that the United States has developed con­ 
tinuous casting, a process which eliminates 
the costly and time-consuming process of 
ingot casting, mold stripping, reheating and 
prim ary rolling, and has a fourth of the 
w orld’s high-volum e continuous casting 
capacity . 


CHAIRMAN GOTT 
fingered this 
un­ 
fortunate fact by observing that for every six 
tons of foreign steel that entered the United 
States last y ear less than one ton 
of 
American-made steel found its way 
into 
foreign markets. 
He cited the American steel industry ’s 
disadvantage in price which he say s results 
from “sharply higher labor costs,” along with 
license requirements, special levies, denial of 
competitive access through high border tax es 
and other factors as contributing to the 
United States’ poor competitive position. 
Like our local and state governments, 
Chairman Gott appears to look to the federal 
government for assistance in solving the steel 
industry ’s trade problem: 
“Whether we’re talking about foreign 
imports or American ex ports', it is our belief 
in the steel industry that there has to be some 
real progress on the part of 
our government 
toward the development of more realistic 
trade policies.” 
Productivity , which usually is mentioned in 
regard to industrial competition, 
is one of the 
most important concerns of the 
steel in­ 
dustry . Although, based on 
the 
latest

Despite the serious trade deficit, Chairman 
Gott is optimistic about the future of the 
American steel industry . He predicts the steel 
industry people will continue to prove that 
they are “ equal to every challenge.” 
We assume, however, that that optimism is 
based on the hope and ex pectation that the 
government will act to bolster the com­ 
petitive stance of our steel industries which 
are attempting to compete in world m arkets 
against steelmakers of other nations whose 
governments provide them with direct and 
indirect subsidies for ex ports as well as direct 
and indirect barriers to import.

VENICE (AP) - Po et Ezra 
Po und, o ne o f the mo st in­ 
fluential and co ntro versial 
literary figures o f the 20th 
century , died in a Venice

thday . 
He 
had

ho spitalized o n Tuesday with 
an intestinal ailment. 
As autho r o f “ Hugh Selwy n 
Mauberley ” the “Pisan Can­ 
to s,” as edito r o f T. S. Elio t’s 
“Waste Land” and mento r o f 
many writers befo re 
and 
after Wo rld War I, Po und 
changed the co urse o f po etry 
and the literary use o f the 
English language. But his 
reputatio n in his native 
America 
was clo uded 
by 
bro adcasts during Wo rld War 
II fo r Musso lini’s fascists that 
go t him an indictment fo r 
treaso n and 12 y ears in a 
m ental 
ho spital 
in 
Washingto n, D.C. 
Po und was bo rn in Hailey , 
Idaho , 
o f 
Q uaker 
sto ck 
tracing back to Co lo nial day s. 
Early in life he cast himself 
as a literary rebel, and three 
y ears o ut o f co llege he was 
fired as an instructo r at 
Wabash Co llege fo r being to o 
bo hemian and to o o utspo ken. 
He left in disgust fo r 
Lo ndo n in 19 08 and became 
the leader o f a gro up o f ex ­ 
perim ental 
po ets calling 
them selves “ im agists” o r 
“vo rtacists.” 
Po und traveled to France, 
Spain and Italy , translating 
the verse o f the medieval 
tro ubado rs. He studied Co n­ 
fucius and the ancient Latins, 
especially 
Ovid. 
His 
scho larship was reflected in 
such wo rks as “Um bra” in 
19 20, his “Selected Po em s” in 
19 28, and the “Canto s,” his 
greatest wo rk, that began 
appearing in 19 25.

William Butler Yeats, D. H. 
Law rence, R o bert F ro st, 
E rnest 
Hem ingway 
and 
W illiam C arlo s 
W illiams 
were amo ng the writers he 
advised and influenced.

Po und returned to America 
briefly in 19 39 but stay ed in 
Italy when the war bro ke o ut.

NEW YORK (AP) - To the 
surprise of absolutely no one, 
Philadelphia's Steve Carlton 
has won the Cy Young Award 
as the best pitcher in the Na­ 
tional League. 
Carlton was the unanimous 
choice of the 24-man com­ 
mittee of baseball writers— 
two from each NL city—for 
the honor after turning in a 
remarkable 27-10 record for 
the last-place Phillies. 
The lean left-hander, who 
accounted for 46 per cent of 
Philadelphia’s 
59 
victories 
last season, is only the sixth 
unanimous selection in the 16- 
year history of the balloting 
and the first Phillie ever to 
win the award. He also is the 
first man to win the award 
vhile pitching for a last-place 
team. 
Carlton polled 120 points for 
his ballot sweep—five points 
for each first place vote. 
Runnerup was Pittsburgh’s 
Steve Blass, who had 
35 
points. Ferguson Jenkins o f 
Chicago, 
last y e a r’s 
Cy 
Young winner, was third with 
23 points. 
Cleveland’s Gaylord Perry 
was named the American 


League winner Wednesday. 
Carlton's 
27 
victories 
topped the majors and tied 
the National League record 
for a lefthander set by Hall of 
Fam er 
Sandy 
Koufax. 
Koufax in 1963, 1965 and 1966, 
and Bob Gibson and Denny 
McLain, both in 1968, were 
the only previous unanimous 
Cy Young winners. 
Whenever Carlton pitched, 
he 
filled 
Philadelphia’s 
Veterans Stadium, providing 
the lone bright spot in an 
otherwise bleak season for 
the Phillies. And, ironically, 
they almost didn’t have him. 
It was a contract squabble 
between Carlton and St. Louis 
owner 
Gussie 
Busch 
that 
caused the Cardinals to trade 
the lefty to Philadelphia for 
pitcher 
Rick 
Wise 
during 
spring training. 


Carlton responded with his 
greatest season, pacing the 
league in starts (41); com­ 
plete games (30); victories 
(27); innings pitched (346 ); 
strikeouts (310) and earned 
run average (1.98). 


And he capped it all off with 
today’s award.

Over $3 million in state, federal and private-foundation 
grants is temporarily available to pay for building 
costs.
